Action:  By written ballot, the Council appointed Jonathan Weinberg to an unexpired term on the 
Parks and Recreation Commission expiring in February 2017, by the following vote: AYES: Mordo, 
Pepper, Prochnow and Satterlee; NOES: None; ABSENT: None; ABSTAIN: Bruins. 
 
Action:  By written ballot, the Council appointed Bahi Oreizy to an unexpired term on the Planning 
and Transportation Commission expiring in February 2016, by the following vote: AYES: Mordo, 
Pepper, Prochnow and Satterlee; NOES: None; ABSENT: None; ABSTAIN: Bruins.
